SUSPENSION OP WORK ON ALL StOBSw

HazeltoD, Pa., May 17. — The great 
coal strike which wa« inaugurated per* 
manently by the action of the mineri' 
convention is now in full swing. 

Tbare were no developmenu prevl- 
OM to rMMannblins of the coavcntlon 
la Mcrct Miaton. From the goaaip of 
tfte delegates It Is expected that the 
proposition to call out the mine en 
glneers, firemen and pump runners, 
tbtti •ndaottiins th* safety of the 
mlBM, will meet with as much oppo- 
Ottlon aa did the motion to make the 
strike permanent. 

Those who advocated the continued 
Buspenaion of work as a rule are in 
favor of calling out these men. They 
jM'^e the more mine owners are in* 
ronvenlenced an;l harassed, the sooner 
» they will weaken and grant the men 
some slight ^oncesions. The more 
coiuierTatiTC mi)i« workers fear that 
to call out the i>roteetors of the mines 
would be a boomerang that might 
prove extremely costly to the miners. 
It is argued by them that the United 
Mine Workers' organisation has all 
Along followed tLe policy of assisting 
the companies in protecting their 
property. One delegate said: "I am 
against calling out the engineers, flre- 
mm and pump runners, because 1 be- 
ll«t« th« vnlim should protect prop* 
•rly rather than stand by and see it 
go to destruction. If the convention 
decides to call out the men and the 
employers fail to fill their places, near- 
ly every mine in the region would lUl 
wMi w«,ter, which would mdm tre- 
mendous loss to the owners. It would 
take months tu pump out this water 
and in many cases the flooding of the 
workings would ruin them beyond all 
repair. Another danger would be the 
accumulation of gases. After the 
strike is over and the water had been 
pumped out the men would run a 
great risk in entering the mines." 

If tb« convention decides to call out 
• the engineers, firemen and pump run- 
ners, it la certain the order will be 
obeyed by all of this clas of mine 
workers. The union officials say that 
most of tkem belong to the union, but 
this Is denied by the firemen, who in* 
sist that their organization, which is 
a separate one from the United Mine 
Workers, is quite strong numerically. 
The firemen's union, which lias some- 
wlat complicated the situation by pro- 
I>oeing to the mine workers that they 
will go out voluntarily if the latter 
will back them up in the demands 
t^t they make upon the operator^. 
The miners' officials have refused to 
commit themselves on this proposition 
and it will likely be fought out on the 
floor ef the convention. 

President Mitchell stated most em- 
phatioally that the report that a tele- 
giuft from Senator Haan* was read in 
tbe convention before the vote was 
laken on the .'Strike question is abso- 
lutely untrue. Mr. Mitchell also brand- 
ed as false the statement that he ha*; 
bn visited by a repfesentative of Sen- 
ator Hanna with the proposition that 
the m4ners accept a B per cent in- 
crease in wages. 

The convention adjourned sine die 
at noon. The convention decided to 
leave the matter of calling out tbe en- 
gineers, firemen and pump runners to 
the national and district officers. 

Steps were taken by the convention 
to involve in the strike all the bitumi- 
nous and anthracite coal miners in the 
UnitM States. According to the rules 
of the union it requires five districts to 
call a national convention. The three 
anthracite districts will immediately 
get into correspondence with the bitu- 
mlnens districts with tbe hope of 
- gsining the consent of two of them 
for the issuance of a call for a special 
•atlonal convention at which the ques- 
' ff^ involving all the bituminous 
nhMTt in the United SUtes in the 
preeeet etrnggle will be discusttd. 
The ofHcials hope if this convention is 
called they will be able to bring out 
the non-union bituminous miners in 
Want Vlrglan and central Pennsyl- 
vaate. 

After the adjoursment Preedent 
Mitchell Issued » statement setting 
forth the action of the oosventloa as 
aibove outlined. 

Mr. Mitchell said that If a general 
strike did take place It^would involve 
altogether 449,000 men who are em 
ployed in ar.d about the ooal mlaes Of 
the United States. 

Supply of Coal. 
Haselton. Pa..' May 17— .It is esti-

ProlFers Bronze.' Statue of Frederlek 
. the Great to United States. 
Wiesbaden, Heaec-Naasau, May 17.— 

The nerman emperor telegraphed as 
follows to the president of the United 
States' at Washington: "I am still un- 
der the deep impression created by 
the splendid and cordial reception ot 
my brother, Prince Henry, by the cit- 
izens of the United States of America. 
In the speeches with which he was 
greeted tbe fact was often mentiont d 
that my ancestor, Frederick the Oi eat, 
maintained a friendly attitude towards 
the young American republic during 
the course of her formafinn, thereby 
laying the cornerstone of the friendly 
relations which have always eilsted 
between our two countries. The exam- 
ples set to me by the great king I In- 
tend to follow. I intend to conimcmor- 
ate the visit of Prince Henry by a gift 
to the people of America, which I re- 
quest you to accept in their name. I 
intend to present a statute in bronse 
of Frederick the Great to the United 
States to be erected in Washington on 
a plare which you will kindly chocse. 
May this gift be looked upon a lasting 
sign of the intimate relations which 
have been successfully fostered and 
developed between our two great na- 
tions. . 

"WILLIAM. I. R." 
President Roosevelt replied Thurs- 
day, May 15, thanking Ehnperor Wil 
11am heartily in the name of the I'nit 
ed States and Haying he would lay the 
matter t>«fore congress immediately. 

No Whistles Blown. 

Sorantan, I'a., May 17. —The general 
strike of the mine workers was quietly 
entered upon In the .Lackawanna val- 
ley, the thousands of worltnen staying 
away from the mines with the same 
unanimity they manifested on Monday, 
when the suspension order was effect- 
ive. There was no blowing of breaker 
whistles telling the men there was 
Work for them and this being con- 
trary to the rule followed up to this 
time .it is accepted by many of the 
srtikers to mean that the compan.es 
intend that the strike shall now be- 
come a lockout Orders were given to 
remove all mules from the minet to 
the outside barns and pasture landb 
and until otherwise ordered the com- 
pany hands allowed by the union to 
remain at work to protect prope.ty 
will bend every energy to the remov- 
al of articles which a flooding of the 
mines would destroy, should the sirike 
order be extended to tbe firemen, en- 
gineers and pump runners. Only a 
few of the washery employes reported 
at the three Lackawanna washerles 
and a feeble effort was made to keep 
them going. These men claim they 
do not as yet understand what actual 
position they are to take in the strike 
and are awaiting the return from Has- 
elton District President Nichols and 
the executive board members of Dis- 
trict NOb 1.

New York, May 17. — Bishop Burgess 
of the I0pi8( opal dl(jce8e of Long Island, 
bas sent out a notice th^t tbe pres- 
ence of WOBMB la the surpliced choirs 
of the diocese is u.Mtasteful to mm and 
he bas ordered that tbe women singere 
in the nine missions attached to the 
Cathedral of >.^& Incarnation, over 
which he has direct jurisdiction, be -e- 
tired as soon as possible. "Women 
should nof wear cassocks and surplic- 
es, which have belonged to men from 
the earliest times in the church," said 
the bishop. "I feel that woman should 
be modest at all times. 1 do not think 
it proper for her to don such raiment. 
I don't obect to the women singing in 
the churches, but If a uniform is used 
it should he of a womanly character, 
and not a cassock and surplice." 

' One Blow Don't Count 
New York, May 17. — Justice Marcan 
Of Brooklyn has declared that under 
the law a woman may strike her hus- 
band one en the head with a poker 
and not be adudged guilty />f treatihg 
him so cruelly as to warrant a decree 
of separation. The plaintiff in the case

Chicago, May 17.-^The American 
Ticket Brokers association closed its 
annual convention here.

Amerfcan Consul Will Search Ruins of 
SL Pierre For Archives. 



SIX THOUSAND HUNORY REPUQEei 



Coniiiiuniler Mcl>r«»n of Cruiser Clu« 
cinoatl OfflclKlly iuforms Navy 
Departnicut of tbe CosdU 
tloBs at Fort De Fraaee. 



St. Thomas. D. W. I, May 17.— The 

Danish cruiser Valkyrten has return- 
ed here from Martinique. A correspond- 
ent has had an interview with one of 
the Valkyrien's officers, who said: 
"We left St. Thomas the afternoon of 
May 9. The nest day when 70 miles 
from Martinique the falling volcanic 
ashes became troublesome. We ap- 
proached the laland and disoovered St. 
Pierre to be burning. We made sig- 
nals to the shore, but no replies were 
received. We tin n lay off for the 
night and ^itnesBed a remarkable 
spectacle of fire and lightning. Ashes 
fell, and detonations were heard. In 
the morning we saw the French cruis- 
er Suchet. and went nearer the shore. 
The ashes became dense as we a[)- 
proacbed, and many dead bodies were 
floating on the sea. They were burned 
and swoolen. As we approached St. 
i'ierre we saw the town was covered 
with ashes. We then joined the cruis- 
er Suchet and the calile repair ship 
Pouyer-Quartler and together went to- 
ward Lapreofaeur. The rain of ashes 
was heavy, and shrouded the Suchet. 
Scon the atmosphere cleared up and 
we ran clot-e to l^eprecheur and then 
to Hameau des Sabines. The boats 
from all three ships were put over- 
board, and the rescue of the peole 
from the shore commenced at 11 
o'clock in the morning. We were all 
covered with gray ashes and dirt 
big pans on board our ship were fill- 
ed with cooked food and placed on 
deck; they were soon surrounded by 
a crowd of chattering natives. 

"The negroes were all saved by 4 
o'clo<;k in the afternoon, exiept a few 
who \efu8ed to leave the land. At 
this hour the Suchet signalled 'The op- 
eration Is over; thank you.' The Such- 
et then eteamed away in the direction 
of Fort de France. Hut our bcjats had 
not yet all returned to the ship. We 
were still waiting for tbe last one 
when there was a tremendous report 
from the crater of Mont Pelee, quick- 
ly followed by a k < ond report These 
explosions caused great excitement on 
shore and our last boat returned to us 
bringing the remainder of the negroes 
Including those who had previously 
refused to leave. They had been 
frightened by the reports and jumping 
into the sea had swam out lo iii< lioat. 

"We saved 600 people from the north 
side where, on account of the wind, 

there were not so iDar.y ashes. We 
proceeded to Fort de France and land- 
ed there tbe people we had rescued, 
as well' as some provisions. At the 
latter port a government official came 
cjn board the Valkyrlen and thanked 
us for ail that we had done." 



Will Search For Dead Consul. 

Kingston, May 17.— foUnd Ayme, 
the United States consul at Gua<de- 
loupe, who Is on board the United 
States cruiser Cincinnati, recently at 
St. Lucia, went to St Pierre PrMay 
in order to recover the archives Of the 
U.ilted States consulate and to find, 
if possible, the bodies of ttie I'niti d 
States consul, Mr. Prentls, Mrs. Pren- 
tis and their two daughters, Marie and 
rhrlstine. If he succeeds the remains 
will be taken to Port de France for 
burial, with special cfTemonies and 
honors. The same party will also 
seek for the bodies of the British con- 
sul, Mr. Japp, and his wife and chil-^ 
dren. The Americans will further en- 
deavor to recover tlie British consular 
archives. If the remains of the .fapp 
family are found they will receive the 
same burial as the bodies of tbe Pren- 
tis family. Advices received here 
from Port de France say that looting 
and robbery are on tbe iocrese at St. 
Pierre and elsewhere, and that the au- 
thorities cannot cope with the condi- 
UoBS, especially as local, political 
quarrels at St. Pierre are laterferring 
with practical taarmonlotis action. 
There axe six thousand refugees at 
Fort de France and rioting is feared 
there. 

Refugees In Distress. 
Washington, May 17.— Secretary 
Moody has received the following ca- 
blegram from Commander T. C. Mc- 
Lean of the Cincinnati: "St. Lucia, 
May 15. Six thousand refugees have 
come into Fort de France. Three 
thousands have come into Kingston 
from portions of Martinique and St. 
Vincent. Very many people perished; 
others suffering for food and water. 
Very great difficulty relieving and sav- 
isf so aaay people scattered over 



large areas. Xumber of people to be 
fed and cared for said to be reduced 
by mortality Have coaled here. Re^ 
turn to Fort de France and St. Pierre 
today. If remains of officials are found 
will buiqr with military hon- 
ors." Later the department received 
a cablffrram announcing the arrival 
of the Cincinnati at Fort de France. 
A telegram also was received announc- 
ing that the collier Sterling, which 
took a quantity of stores from San 
Juan, Porto Rico, arrived at VV>rt de 
Prance. 



COIFESSION OF FAITH. 

Report of Kperlal Cummittee to Pres- 
byterian General Auembly. ' 

New Yorli, May 17.— Tbe second 
day's session of the Presbyterian gen- 
eral assembly began In the Fifth Ave- 
nue Presbyterian church. The first 
half hour was taken up with devo- 
tional exercises and then tbe business 
program was begun, the new moderat- 
or, the Rev. Dr. Henry Vandyke, pre- 
siding. The morning session was con- 
sumed In the presenting of reports of 
special committees, among them be- 
ing that of the special committee on 
the revision of the confession of faith. 

Following is report of the committee 
on the revif5lon of faith: "The report 
of the special coraniittte on revision 
of the confession of faith covers two 
divisions, the work assigned to the 
committee having been so outlined by 
the general assembly. In the first 
place the conimiltee i-ays It was tO 
prepare "a brief statement of tht- re- 
formed faith" to be submitted to this 
assembly "for such disposition as may 
be judged to be wise." 

The other part of the work was the 
preparation and submission to this as- 
sembly of certain revisions of the con- 
fession of faith in certain specifled 
parts of it. and concerning certain spe- 
cified subjects by the method of text- 
ual modification or by declaratory 
statement or, auditional statements 
undoubtedly with a view to their sub- 
sequent adoption by the Presbyteries 
and by the general assembly. Add! 
tlonal statements are comnionded con- 
cerning the love of good fur uil nuMi, 
missions and holy spirit in the form 
of new chapters to te added to the 
confession. Also certain textual mod- 
ifications. 

John D. Witt signed the r»>port. but 
stated that he thought it unwise to 
erect into a church doctrine our belief 
that all who die in infancy are saved. 
The report will not be debata4 Until 
next Thursday or Friday.

Four Slen Seriously Injured by CoU 
llslon of Two Trains.

Engineer Meager, 
the most seriously injured, probably 
will not recover. The other Injured 
are the news agent and conductor of 
the passenger train and the engineer 
of the freight. The passenger train 
consisting of three cars, was thrown 
from the rails. The name ot the oth- 
er injured men have not been learned.

Columbus. O.. May 17.— City Clerk 
Ban- deposited with the couty treasur 

tr $100,000 derived from the bale of 
bonds authorized to be Issued to can- 
cel deficiencies in the several funds of 
the hty. A voucher for tbe amount 
was deposited with Director Cu'salns 
of the departm* nt of accounts. A part 
of the money will be used to pay the 
policemen and firemen for work per- 
formed the last half of last December. 
They will be paid what is due thtm 
for that time on Saturday.' In addition 
lo this a n.inii.i r of old bills will be 
paid whtdi have accumulated from 
year to year when there was not suffi 
clent funds with which to cancel the 
indebtedness of the city. 

Sale Not Confirmed. 
Copenhagen, Denmark, .May 17.— 
The Folktblng. lower house, by 9 to 2 
votes, passed a resolution In favor of 
the cession of the Danish West Indies 
ton the United States, ou condition 
that a subsequent popular vote Of the 
inhabitants of the islands show a ma- 
jority in favor thereof. The matter 
was then return' d to the I.And8tblng, 
which, after a long and spirited de- 
bale, rejected the resolution, and. by 
33 to 30 votes, reaffirmed the resolu- 
tion providing for a limited plebisite 
and the ratification of the treaty only 
if favored by a majority of three-quart- 
ers. This obatntcUoB shelves the 
question.

IN JAiL AT MONTREAL 



Fugitives Gaynor and Green Remain 
In the Hands of the Officers.

On tbe Morning Steamer Mra. Oaynor 
and Her Attorneys and DetcO* 
tlveK.\rrlvetu lieKl" Habeas 
Corpus Proceedings. 



Montreal, May 17.— The tug Spray, 
with Colonel Gaynor and Captain 
Oreen on board, arrived in Montreal 
at S:10 a. m. The detectives proceed- 
ed to police headquarters with their 
prisoners who were brought before 
Judge Lafontaine, extradition commis- 
sioner at once. The detectives allow 
Colonel Oaynor and Captain Oreen to 
stay at the Windsor hotel until the 
the court proceedings began. 

Donald MacMarter, who represents 

the United States government, arrived 
at the Windsor and held a hurried 
consultation with Detective Carpenter 
and Marion Erwln, the Oeorgla district 
attorney. It was agreed that Detective 
Carpenter should keep in seclusion 
until the prisoners had been brought 
into court as he. being charged with 
execution of the warants. would be 
the one upon whom the writ of habeas 
corpus would be serve d. No one has 
been allowed to speak to the prison- 
ers thus far. At 7 a. m. the regular 
Quebec boat arrived, bringing the Que- 
bec detectives snd lawy«rs and Mrs. 
Gaynor who, when they saw that their 
chase on the river was fruitless, took 
the regular Montreal boat at Sorel. 
Several ot the detectives, including 
Chief IMaetive Welch, came to the 
Windsor to see the prisoners were not 
spirited away af?ain and others headed 
by Hi>,'li (■on.-;tal,le Gale of tiuebec, 
went in search of Chief Carpenter to 
serve the Writ of habeas corpus upon 
him. The two prisoners talked but 
mtle about their arrest to their guards, 
but Colonel Gaynor mid tlu' trip was 
quite exciting, but it was pretty cold. 

Later while the Quebec high con- 
stable was looking for Chief Carpen- 
ter to serve hinr with writs of habeas 
corpus, the prisoners with a detective 
left the hotel ostensibly for a walk, 
but were taken to the r( sidi ik c of 
Judge Lafontaine, the extradition com- 
missioner, who Issued the warrants, 
and were ther<' formally arrai>;iit d. 

Detective Carpenter liaiuii il the 
Judge the wairauts witli the return 
marked upon the back as is usual. 
The prisoners erere naked if they were 
guilty or not guilty, and not replying 
the judge's clerk accepted their failure 
to plead as a plea of not guilty. 

Judge Lafontaine then said: "Pris- 
oners, I remand you for trial until 
Monday. May 19, without bail." 

The prisoners bowed and the Judge 
Informed Car;)enter that ht,> n manded 
the prisoners to his < ustody. The of- 
ficers with the prisoners then return- 
ed to their hotel, where they will re- 
main. After the action of Judge La- 
fontaine. Detective Carpenter |iermit- 
ted the Quebec officer to serve the ha- 
beas eorpns papers on him. 

Will Secure Their Release. 
New York, May 17. — Counsel in this 
city for Colonel Oaynor and Captain 
Greene, who were arrested at Quebec 
and landed at Montreal after an excit- 
ing chase by their frii'iids weie in 
constant telephonic coininii'ii a:ion 
with Qutbec and cxpn-s tli • oj inion 
that it will be a simple matter to se- 
cure the release of the prisoners on 
writ of habeas corpus. They state that 
their clients are now cTiarged with 
eiiil)ezzlement. which is e.xt: aditable. 
The charge hitherto has been con- 
spiracy to embessle, the latter is not 
an extraditable oense. To prove ac- 
tual embezzlement It mu?t be he'd that 
the ac<MiM d h;i;l actii.il 'orit.ol of 
funds and no one. the attorneys de- 
clare, has ever held that Gaynor and 
Greene were tbe disbursing agun'.s ot 
the United States.

The Fiscal Court reconvened Friday 
with all Justices and the County Attor- 
ney present and Judge Newell presiding. 

Tbe proposition of C. C. Dezrnan for a 
settlement of bis judgment attainst tbe 
Springdale and Cabin Creek pike and for 
tbe sale of said pike to the county was 
accepted. He is to receive $981 in satis- 
faction of bis judgment but as a part of 
said settlement, he is to complete the 
grading on Sycamore hill, estimated at 
27.') feet, and a SIl on eai.l hill of 390 feet, 
and to macadamize said grading and fill- 
ing, the work to be done under the super- 
vision of Turnpike Superintendent Lut- 
trell. The proposition was accepted on 
condition that the tollgate be removed 
from said road by Monday, May 

The committee to whom were referred 
the various annual financial statements 
reported that the various amounts re- 
ceived by tbe County Treasurer in tbe 
different fiuds tallied exactly with the 
amounts due as shown by tbe settlement 
with the Sheriff.
